Of course 
that’s a v ery unmllitary and exag­ 
gerated figure of speech, but it will 
hav e serv ed its purpose if it em­ 
phasizes the danger of the Nazi 
position. 
Hav ing tak en this major strong­ 
hold, which is one of the v ital parts 
of the gateway to the oil fields of 
the Caucasus, the Red army today 
is reported crushing its way stead­ 
ily westward aim? the cca t of the 
sea of Azov . Small wonder that 
Marshal Stalin oraered a 124 gun 
salute in Moscow in honor of the 
Red army, while all Russia exu'ted 
in the prowess of their men at 
arms. 
The fall of Taganrog was ef­ 
fected by the application of a pan 
of great pincers to the Hun line. 
The Reds thrust fiercely into the 
German defenses 40 miles abov e 
Taganrog and started a turning 
mov ement southward towards that 
port. 
Meantime, another Russian 
force was smashing directly at the 
Nazi anchor from the east. 
The 
Hitlerites had to run or be sur­ 
rounded. 
Similar turning mov ements are 
being driv en into the German line 
as far north as the Khark ov area, 
and some 800.000 Nazi troops are in 
danger of encirclement. Thus Hit­ 
ler’s whole southern wing is being 
forced back , as has been forecast 
so many times in this column in 
recent week s.

150 Others Injured When 
Passenger Train Hits 
Freight In New York

WAYLAND. N. Y., Aug. 31.—Two 
deaths today raised the wreck toll 
of a Delaware, Lack awanna and 
Western railroad passenger train 
to 25. with about 150 other* nurs­ 
ing injuries suffered when the New 
York -to-Buffalo

switch engine 
collided near here 
late yesterday. 
Liv e steam from the switch en­ 
gine swirled through 
a wreck ed 
coach, trapping many of the v ic­ 
tims. 
Dr. James Sanford. Steuben coun­ 
ty coroner, said few of the persons 
who died suffered pain. Inasmuch 
as they inhaled steam. 
Twenty-three persons 
died in­ 
stantly and two succumbed to in­ 
juries today. Of the dead. 11 were 
I identified. At three undertak ing es- 


S tab'ishments were the bodies of 18 
women, three men and two girls. 
About 100 suffered superficial in­ 
juries and were giv en first-eid 
treatment in this New York v il­ 
lage, about 50 miles south of Ro­ 
chester. 
The accident occurred about 5:45 
p. m. (EWT). James E. Leroy of

wanna limited, said the train was 
speeding through Wayland when 
he saw the switch engine on a sid­ 
ing. 
“The engineer of the local freight 
locomotiv e, apparently was con­ 
fused and thought the limited had 
gone through and started to pull 
out on the main line to continue 
switching," he added. “When I saw 
the other engine 
pulling out. I 
slammed on the limited’s emergency 
brak es, but it was going too fast 
to av ert a collision.*’

I would prob­ 
ably use a crutch the rest of my 
life. But I survived and, while I 
don't attempt tennis any longer, 
I do a mean nine holes of golf on 
that ankle. 
Old-Fashioned Methods 
Other surgeons 
used 
to put a 
sprained ankle up in a plaster cast, 
and not allow the victim to use it 
for six weeks. There used to be a 
saying -"A sprain Ls worse than 
two fractures ” What was worse 
was the treatment. When the ankle 
got out of the cast it was so stitf 
that it took six weeks to get it lim­ 
bered up. 
They have one new wrinkle in 
treatment which is to 
inject the 


tissues around the sprain with a 
lecal 
anesthetic—procaine 
hydro­ 
chloride. 
This 
stops pain imme­ 
diately and even after the effects 
of it wear off, the pain seldom re- 
I turns. 
Immediately after the procaine 
injection the men in service were 
¡sent back to routine duty, which I 
presume includes 
at 
least some 
marching and hardly showed any 
effect of the strain thereafter. 
Those who were put to bed with 
a hot water bag or ice cap on the 
ankle even for a lew hours were 
often disabled for 
a period of a 
few days to several weeks. You must 
get up and 
begin to move your 
j sprained ankle around immediately.

activity is the 
really 
successful 
treatment of ankle sprains. 
Why 
the 
Immediate 
activity 
should work so well is debatable. 
It is supposed the improved circu­ 
lation. the more active exchange 
I of tissue products promotes heal­ 
ing. But whatever the reason, the 
old bugaboo that a sprain is worse 
than a fracture is laid forever pro­ 
vided treatment that includes im­ 
mediate activity is prescribed.

“And like baseball,” he continued. “ I’m alway s waiting for 
someone to get*flni*hed. In fact. I’v e found that the breaks in golf 
are about the same as y ou get in life.” 
If you study those q uotes, you'll know Sammy Byrd. They are typical 
of every move he has made since he was b ig enough to forget Bremen. 
Oa.. and shift for himself. 
Sam was only 19 when he signed to play b all for Birmingham in the 
Southern Association. Before his spikes could cut a piece of grass, young 
Byrd was shipped to Jonesb oro in the Tri-State League 
“ I nev er got v ery far In any league,” he admitted, “ but I didn’t 
let it worry me. I knew that I would find my goal somewhe-e." 
.Sam hit .348 for Jonesb oro in 53 games during 1926 and the following 
year he was shipped to Knoxville in the South Atlantic League His .331 
b atting nverage. including 170 hits, attracted the. attention of the Yankees 
and he b ecame a Ruppert farmhand via Alb any. 
After clouting the pill for .371 and scoring 120 runs in 130 games with 
the Eastern League Senators. Sammy was recalled b y the Yanks in 1929. 
He got into 62 games that year and hit .312. 
“ That’s the best I ev er could hit for the Yanks,” said Sammy with 
that top-of-the mouth smile. “ As 
a 
matter of fart, it’s the best 
av erage I had in major league ball including my six y ears in New 
York and one in Cincinnati. 
“ But I don’t think I’v e shot my test golf y et!” (He told us that 
six weeks before he won the Chicago Victory National golf cham­ 
pionship with a 7 2-hole total of 27 7 , sev en strokes under par.) And if 
we know Sammy , he atlll hasn’t shot his best golf. 
Sammy's golf activities started b ack in 1936 when he met Walter 
Hagen in Florida. They b ecame close friends. Every time the Yankees 
played in Detroit, Sammy hot-footed It to Hagen’s hotel. When he wasn’t 
warming the Yankee b ench, he would b e swinging a golf club in Hagen’« 
room. 
“Walter would grab a golf club the minute I entered the room and 
say ‘Now, I’ll show you how to hit Bridges tomorrow.’ I'd always reply, 
the hell with Bridges, show me how to hit a golf b all,” said Sammy. 
"After I figured I had had enough of the driver, I told him, never 
mind that stuff, how do you play the pitch shots? From that we went 
on to the other shots and I can truthfully say I learned all the golf I 
know in Walter Hagen’s hotel room.” 
Regardless of his golf success, Sammy can’t forget certain things 
about baseball. For instance, he tells ev ery one: “ Almost ev ery shot I 
take, I remember little things I learned about swinging at a baseball, 
and I know they improv e my game 25 percent.” 
F'or those who listen to him at the 19th hole, Sammy also has a kind 
word for b aseb all. "That b aseb all association is a wonderful thing. 
It 
takes care of a player and his family no m atter what happens to them. 
We need something like that in golf.” 
• Boil it all down and Sammy has a good idea. He wants the golf club s 
and associations to take b etter care of the professional player, provide 
sick and death b enefits as they do in b aseb all, and insure the pro a living 
as long as he can play. Sammy prob ab ly will get his way in that too, one 
of these days.

F the Germans have the strength 
they may be expected to coun­ 
ter-attack. I was chatting on this 
point with my colleague. General

S. 
Sewell, 
the 
distinguished 
British military expert, and he re­ 
marked that “heavy counter-attacks 
must be expected in the 
Donets, 
and failure in this respect may well 
be regarded as a sign of Nazi weak­ 
ness.” 
That seems to sum the m atter up 
neatly. If the invaders don’t Coun­ 
ter-attack, or if they make the a t­ 
tempt and fail, It will be significant 
as showing that the German war 
machine has lost a tremendous 
amount of that awful striking power 
which long terrified the world. 
Should the Germans be forced to 
retire to the line of the Dnieper, 
cne would expect them to make 
a back-to-therwall stand to hold 
the Crimea. If you will refer to 
your maps (don’t tell me that Jou 
haven’t got them out) you will see 
that the Dnieper bulges out to the 
east, just north of the Crimea. 
You will note, too. that there’s a 
railway which touches the point of 
this bulge by Zaporozhe and runs 
south through Melitopol into the 
Crimea. 
It’s logical to expect the 
Ger­ 
mans to try to hold along that rail­ 
way, if they get pushed back th at 
far. Should they be unable to m ain­ 
tain this position they would Jose 
the Crimea, and the Black set once 
more would be opened up in the 
north to the Russians—a grand 
windfall for the Reds. Meanwhile 
Herr Hitler has all but lost his last 
toe-hold on the rich Donets basin, 
with 
Its 
coal 
and 
far-reaching 
wheat fields. 
To complete the picture we should 
recognize that the fall rains are 
near in Russia, and their arrival 
will slow the Russian operations 
As a matter of fact one would think 
the Reds must be about due for 
a breather after their sensational 
exertions.
